The  quotation  with  which  I  preface  my  remarks  for  this  year's 
yearbook  contains  an  interesting  image.  Experience  is  likened  to 
an  arch  through  which  the  horizon  can  be  glimpsed:  as  is  the  case 
with  all  horizons,  our  journey  does  not  bring  it  any  nearer  though 
new  and  interesting  things  appear  in  the  far  distance  and  move 
towards  us.  I  believe  that  this  image  characterizes  the  past  school 
year  for  each  one  of  us.  We  have  all  looked  into  the  distance  and 
walked,  some  rather  more  purposefully  than  others,  through  the 
arch  of  experience  towards  a  distant  horizon.  Our  travels  through 
the  year  have  brought  us  new  and  intriguing  experiences  but  the 
horizon  is  still  far  distant.  Of  course,  the  intention  within 
Tennyson's  poem  is  to  suggest  that  it  is  not  the  reaching  of  the 
horizon  that  is  the  point.  It  is  the  journey  that  gives  everything  its 
meaning. 

Once  again,  I  have  had  the  enormous  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
of  seeing  so  many  young  people  making  progress  and 
contributing  to  the  rich  life  of  this  school.  Some  have  left  us  now 
to  go  on  to  still  further  experiences  and  we  shall  follow  their 
fortunes  in  the  future.  We  said  farewell  to  a  number  of  staff  this 
year:  all  have  moved  on  to  new  beginnings  whether  this  be  in 
retirement,  in  new  schools,  in  entirely  new  careers  or  into  a  life 
centered  around  their  families.  This  book  contains  snapshots  of 
moments  in  time  and  it  wiU  remain  unchanged  for  us  all,  but 
everyone  pictured  here  will  be  making  new  beginnings  and  will  be  looking  to  yet 
far  distant  horizons  as  another  year  in  the  life  of  our  school  has  its  beginning. 
Tennyson's  poem  has  a  resounding  conclusion 

Come,  my  friends 

'Tis  not  too  late  to  seek  a  newer  world 

Push  off,  and  sitting  well  in  order  smite 

The  sounding  furrows;  for  my  purpose  holds 

To  sail  beyond  the  sunset,  and  the  baths  of  all  the  western  stars  . . . 

I  hope  that,  like  me,  you  look  forward  to  another  journey!

From  The  Deputy  Head: 


As  with  all  yearbooks,  you  will  note  that  the  pages  which  follow  are  filled 
with  photographs  and  writings  illustrating,  quite  rightly,  the  many 
achievements  of  students  in  all  sections  of  the  school  during  the  prior  year. 
When  looking  back,  we  at  Saltus  are  more  aware  and,  justifiably,  more  proud 
than  many  schools  of  what  has  gone  before,  of  our  heritage  and  of  our 
traditions  which  must  never  be  forgotten  nor  allowed  to  die.

How  appropriate  therefore  that  this  yearbook, 
the  first  of  the  new  millennium,  has  adopted  the  theme  'New  Horizons'.  It  is 
an  opportune  time  not  only  to  reflect  upon  where  we  have  been  and  where 
we  now  are,  but  also  to  consider  where  we  wish  to  go.

Adapting  and  developing  pushing  back 
the  boundaries  still  further,  seeking  new  horizons  . . .  exciting  times  indeed  for 
all  of  us  privileged  to  be  associated  with  the  school.

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UK  Music  Tour 


Thirty-three  Saltus  music  students  and  six  chaperones  all  agree  on  two  basic  points:  the  UK  tour  a  major  success  and  the  weather 
there  is  certainly  different  —  as  Mr.  Rhodes  termed  it  —  gloomy,  grey  old  England!  He  was  concerned  his  gelled  hair  would  freeze,  Mr. 
Webster  went  into  hibernation  on  the  bus,  whilst  Mrs.  Maule  could  be  found  under  at  least  seven  layers  of  fleece! 

The  group  was  met  at  Gatwick  by  a  stereotypically  portly  coach  driver,  Martin,  and  a  friendly  tour  director,  Barry.  Both  were  super 
throughout  the  week  —  always  patient  with  the  students  and  never  aggravated  by  our  constant  barrage  of  questions. 

The  first  stop  was  Windsor,  where  the  sky  was  grey  and  a  bitter  cold  wind  was  whipping  'round  the  desolate  streets,  but  by  the  time 
we  reached  the  next  stop,  the  Tower  of  London,  the  sun  was  shining.  We  then  checked  in  at  our  Hampstead  accommodations  and, 
when  everyone  had  taken  their  luggage  to  their  rooms,  we  boarded  the  coach  again  to  sightsee  —  despite  feeling  the  effects  of  a 
sleepless  night  on  the  aircraft. 

The  next  morning  we  experienced  London  traffic  as  we  made  our  way  to  Portsmouth,  eating  our  packed  lunch  at  Southsea  before  we 
visited  Oaklands  School  in  Waterlooville.  Some  of  our  students  joined  in  a  Big  Band  rehearsal  while  others  practised  for  our 
performance.  Later,  there  was  a  massed  Wind  Band  rehearsal  following  which  we  were  treated  to  an  elegant  tea  before  boarding  the 
bus  for  the  two-hour  drive  back  to  London. 

The  next  day  was  spent  in  Chelmsford  at  an  ice  skating  rink.  All  students  and  both  Mrs.  Henderson  and  Mr.  Rhodes  skated.  It  was 
pleasing  to  note  the  improvement  of  some  of  the  novices  as  they  practised  during  those  two  hours.  We  ate  our  lunch  on  the  coach  as  we 
drove  to  Felsted  School  in  Essex.  It  was  again  bitter  cold  when  we  arrived  to  perform  for  the  Junior  School,  enjoyed  tea  and  rehearsed 
for  an  evening  programme.  Some  of  their  band  members  who  visited  Bermuda  in  April  joined  our  rehearsal.  As  this  was  Mr.  Rhodes' 
former  school,  he  took  some  Saltus  students  on  an  extensive  tour  and  there  was  a  fine  meal  laid  on  for  us  before  our  7:30  pm  concert. 


On  Wednesday  morning  we  visited  the  Boosey  and  Hawkes  Instrun\ent  Factory  in  Edgware  —  an  educational  opportunity  in  itself 
for  Bermudians.  The  tour  ladies  were  fantastic  and  we  saw  flutes,  trumpets,  trombones,  euphoniums  and  tubas  being  made.  It  was  a 
noisy  and  fascinating  morning. 

Our  coach  drove  us  to  Lakeside  just  after  1  pm  and  an  enthusiastic  group  of  shoppers  disembarked.  Amazingly,  everyone  returned 
by  the  3:30  deadline,  some  completely  overburdened  with  packages. 

Our  next  stop  was  Havering  where  the  borough  runs  an  after  school  music  programme  in  its  Music  Centre,  alongside  the  Havering 
Sixth  Form  College,  where  Mrs.  Maule  formerly  taught.  Izzie,  the  director,  organized  the  evening,  including  a  radio  interview  for  Mrs. 
Maule,  Adrian  and  Kristin,  and  a  presentation  of  an  attractive  plaque  to  commemorate  our  visit.  Havering  has  a  fabulous  brass  band 
that  played  several  selections  while  we  offered  a  segment  including  a  rousing  rendition  of  Yellowbird  followed  by  the  combined  Saltus 
and  Havering  Wind  Bands  for  stirring  performances  of  Queen  in  Concert,  Grease  and  My  Girl.

There  we  were  privileged  to  hear  an  orchestral  rehearsal  of  a  Strauss  tone  poem  while  the 
afternoon  was  spent  at  the  Trocadero  and  around  Oxford  and  Regent  Streets.  We  later  ate  at  the  Albert  Pub  and  saw  Starlight  Express. 

On  Friday  morning  we  travelled  to  the  Globe  Theatre  where  Mrs.  Hatfield  made  a  donation  to  the  tree  planting  programme  in  Saltus' 
name  and  received  a  certificate  for  the  school.  Our  next  stop  was  the  Royal  Festival  Hall  in  the  South  Bank  Centre,  where  one  of  Mrs. 
Maule' s  friends  had  organized  a  tour  for  us  with  the  curator  of  the  Gamelan  orchestral  instruments.  Of  course  he  took  us  to  see  the 
instruments  and  this  was  particularly  interesting  as  some  of  our  students  had  just  finished  studying  Indonesian  music. 

There  was  an  English  mist  as  we  walked  across  Waterloo  Bridge  on  our  way  to  Covent  Garden  where  we  took  in  a  matinee  of  Buddy 
at  the  Aldwych,  with  our  final  group  meal  in  a  pub  on  Fleet  Street.  Next  day,  we  got  to  the  airport  all  accounted  for  and  still  in  one 
piece  —  although  it  was  difficult  to  tell  under  all  the  shopping  bags  —  and  set  off  for  Bermuda.
